$900,000 to pay for the county's 
share of the cost of the bridge, 
and Its share of the cost of the 
right of way. 


Upon the entry of the United 


States Into the war the building 
of the bridge was ordered post- 
poned by tho War Department. It 
Is now estimated that the cost of 
the joint bridge at the- present 
time, owing to changed conditions, 
would not be lesa than 52.500,000, 
and perhaps cost as much as S3,- 
000.000, and that the county's 
share of the cost would be not 
less than $1,250,000, 'and perhaps 
as great as' $1,500,000. In 
the 
event the county were required to 
build' a separate bridge by reason 
of the Southern Pacific refusing to 
be bound by the agreement for a 
joint bridge, the cost of the single 
brlfiga to he used by the county 
alone would exceed one-half the 
cost 
of the 
joint bridge, 
and 
might cost as high as $2,-000,COO. 
The additional amount required 
to construct a single bridge or to 
pay the county's portion of the 
joint bridge would be too great 
to be borne out of the general tax 
levy, and must

4>ond issue. It is very doubtful If 
the voters of the county 'Would

3. The Southern Pacific Com- 
pany has informed us that they 
will not be bound by their agree- 
ment to construct a joint bridge; 
that it is their position that their 
franchise to run a suburban rail- 
way from Oakland to the Alameda

eight years from date, and that the 
cost of their one-half of the joint 
bridge is too great an expenditure 
to be made in view of the short 
life of the franchise. 
Accordingly, that company haa. 


announced that if the government 
Insists upon this order, It will dis- 
mantle the Harrison street bridge, 
the result of which would be that 
the cities of Alameda and Oak- 
land would be deprived not only 
of the transbay service maintained 
across that bridge, but of the street 
car service of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company as well between tho 
cities of Alameda and Oakland. 
Their bridge is also used for 
freight service, but the Southern 
Pacific Company claims that it can 
route this freight service over the 
Fruitvala bridge, located further 
easterly across the estuary at 
Fruitvals avenue. 


The Southern Pacific Company, 
a few months ago, sought to aban- 
don tha street car and -suburban; 
service In this paragraph 
men- 
tioned, and petitioned the Rail- 
road Commission of California for 
lea.ve so to do, but after a hear- 
ing Oils leave was denied. 
If the war department accedes 
to the request of the county herein 
made there wotild be no occasion 
for the Southern Pacific Company 
to dismantle the .Harrison street

4. There Is another considera- 
tion jwhJch prompts our request. 
The proposed sit* for a naval base, 
on San Francisco bay lies at th* 
southerly and westerly extremity 
of the City of Alameda..

will necessitate other meana'of 
transportation across the estuary. 
It seems to us unwise at thla time' 
to make a lar«fe expenditure of 
money to improve the Webster 
street brldgre until the question of 
the naval base site is fully settled, 
as that amount of money, after 
that alto IM developed, may. best. ba. 
expended at another location along 
the estuary where It will best serve 
the chanced needs of the ilevelop- 
ment on the Alameda side of the 
Oakland

5. There is aloo the proposal 
for a new bridge across San Fran- 
cisco bay. Under the orders of the 
War Department that bridge must 
be south of the naval base site, 
which may cause its easterly term- 
inus to ba on Bay Farm Island. It 
is not unlikely that If that bridge 
were built that the main poir.t of 
crossing the estuary would be a 
point other than at Webster street. 
Both the matter of the proposed 
bay bridge and of the development 
and construction of the naval base 
occurred subsequent to tha hear- 
ing of the War Department of the 
removal of the "Webster and Har- 
rison street bridges, an-1 subse- 
quent to the original order in ref- 
erence thereto. By reason for the 
fact that these two projects mate- 
rially 
change the situation, we 
think It only £ood Judgment that 
the matter be suspended and per- 
mitted to regrain in statu quo until 
the proposed changed conditions 
have definitely settled. 


For the foregoing reasons we 
make the request that the War 
Department Indefinitely postpone 
these orders in reference to both 
the Webster and Harrison street

A H ROW IXC CITY 


•In Rtminiing Tip the year's acwuies, the of- 


ficials of the Oakland Chamber of Commerce 
were able to give figures emphasizing the rapid 
growth of the citj, particularly in the manufac- 
turing industry and the allied businesses which 
show the effect of industrial growth.

There was a comparable increase in popula- 


tion, reflected first in the growth of school at- 
tendance, which necessitated the planning of sev- 
eral new schools and the raising of money for 
1heir construction: and second, in the large in- 
vestment in building lots and in home building. 
The expansion of the city has been rapid, not- 
withstanding the general business depression 
that has ruled throughout the country for the 
last eighteen months, and the waiting for the 
cost'of material and labor to decrease.

His cabinet held office until December 
of that year, and following the Swedish elec- 
tions of last fall which were carried by the So- 
cialists, he was again asked by the king to form 
a cabinet, which he did on October 11 last. 


Christian Lange was made general secretary 


of the Inter-Parliamentary Union in 1909- Some 
years previously he became secretary to the 
Kobel committee in the Storthing and later was 
appointed professor of history in the Norwegian 
IS'obel Institute in Christiania, with which ho is 
still connected. He was the Norwegian repre- 
sentative at the second Peace Conference at The 
Hague in 190T. 


Both Mr. Brant big and Mr. Lange unquestion- 


ably have merited the Nobel peace prize of 1021, 
wh^ch refers to work in the previous year. Their 
competitors were few and not at all formidable, 
unless we consider those silent men and women 
engaged in distributing food and clothing to 
some of the starving populations of Europe. But 
it is to be lamented that no one in the world 
made a greater offering to world peace in 1020. 


HELIUM, A SAFE OAS. 


One of the spectacles at Washington a few 


days ago which the delegates to the conference 
on"the limitation of armaments viewed with un- 
disguised interest was the. flight of a giant semi- 
dirigible balloon from Norfolk, Virginia, to the 
capital, where it executed astonishing and per- 
fectly controlled maneuvers before an audience j 
that 
covered 
most 
of Washington's 
broad 


streets and public squares. The foreign delegates 
and their military and naval aides were plainly 
impressed. 


The unusual thing about this balloon was that 


iis iffting power was helium, the lately discov- 
ered noninflammablc, 'nonexplosivc gas. 
This 


gas has ninety eight percent of the lifting power 
of hydrogen and the United States is the only 
country at present known to have a supply in 
such quantity as to permit its adaptation to 
aeronautics. 
This country 
has a 
practical 


monopoly of the known sources of helium, which 
is extracted from natural gas reservoirs.
